How to Make your own Yeast. 


To the Euitor of the Times, 
Sir:— 

As you have succeeded in giving inetrue- 
tions io your readers how to grind their own 
wheat, aud where to get an oven to bake it, 
to render your serv complet, [send yous 
tue following recipe fur yeast. ‘The new sys 
tem will be incomplete without it. That th 
housekeeper may be independent both of the 
brewer and that compound called German 
yeast, I will give it you io plain language :— 

Monday morning’ boil 2oz. of the best hops 
in four quarts of water for half an hour; 
strain it, and let the liquor cool down to new 
milk warmth; then putin a small handful of 
salt and balfa pound of brown sugar ; beat up 
one pound of the best flour with some of the 
liquor, and then mix all well together. 

‘On Wednesday add three pounds of pot 
toes boiled and then mashed, to stand till 
Thursday ; then strain it, and put it into bot. 
tles, and itis ready for use. N. B. It must 
ve stirred frequently while it is making, and 
kept near the fire. 

Before usin; shake the bottle well up. It 
wil keep in a¢.ol place for two months, and 
is best at the latter part of the time ; the beauty 
of this yeast is that it ferments spontaneously, 
not requiring the aid of other yeast; and, if 
care be taken to let. it ferment well in the 
earthen bowl in which itis made, you may 
cork it up tight when bottled. [ put mine into 
Seltzer-water bottles, and this quantity fills 
four, Ihave uselitnow for many months, 
aud never had lighter bread than it afforday 
without any failure,
